EXECUTIVE BODY IN SESSION 


.Hocking Valley Situation Discussed by 


Chairman Bobbins; Who States the 
Standpatters Are Hearing the End. 
Mines In Operation Represent Half 
the Production. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 17. — This 


will be an important week for the 
mine workers* organization. President 
Mitchell expects to receive a final an- 
swer from the anthracite mine owners 
regarding settlement of the disputes 
in the eastern coal fields. The national 
executive board of the United Mine 
Workers will insist on knowing at 
once what the anthracite people are 
going to do regarding their demands, 
so that proper legislation can be taken 
this week. It is generally • expected 
that a strike tax will be levied on the 
miners who are now working. • The 
strikers have as yet drawn nothing 


^frora the miners' national treasury, 


but have reached nearly the end of 
their'resources. v"

F. L. Robbing of th'e Pittsburg-Coal 


company announced that all the Hock- 
ing valley (Ohio) mines excepting 
those of the Sunday Creek company 
had started to work, the operators and 
miners having concluded and signed 
the interstate and district wage scales. 
The 'mines in operation represent an 
annual production of 3,750,000 tons of 
Hocking valley coal, half of the entire 
Hocking output, and employ 6,500 men. 
The following clause, which was at- 
tached to the Hocking agreement, wad 
given out by Mr. Robbins: •"Whereas, 
we, the operators, having signed -the 
1903 scale and the - above rules and 
conditions, we have signed same with 
the understanding that the .United 
Mine Workers of subdistrict No. 1, dis- 
trict No. 6, will make no different 
agreement with any,other operator or 
company operating in this district." 


Commenting on these matters Mr. 


Robbins said: "The mines at work rep- 
resent 50 per cent of the production 
of the Hocking valley field. The New 
Pittftburg-Coal company, the second 
largest producer of Hocking coal, is 
owned by the Pittsburg Coal company. 
Resumption of operations in the Hock- 
ing valley field is in line with the In- 
dianapolis agreement to reaffirm the 
1HS scale, and we have been ready to 
operate our Ohio mines since April 1. 
We have done so in the Pittsburg din-

Three Dead As Result Of 


Riot In Pennsylvania 


Mining Town. 


Johnstown, Pa., April 17. — As the 


result of a riot at Windber, Pa., a 
mining town, three men .were shot 
dead and several 
others 
severely 


wounded. The place is ia a state of 
terror, the sheriff has been summoned 
and an appeal made to the governor 
for state assistance. The dead men 
are foreigners. 
,. An eye-witness of the riot, in de 
tcribing the affair, said the trouble 
started'when Deputy Sheriff W. M. Me- 
Mullen went to the mass meeting held 
b} the striking miners in a wood at 
•the edge,of the town. Many of the 
inmers had been, drinking, and the 
sight of a deputy, made them furious. 
The officer Was quickly surrounded by 
miners, who •threatened to kill him. 
McMullan, realizing that his situation 
vaa desperate; fled for his life, finding 
'cfuge in the house of Councilman 
Charles Davis.

I. Platt of Pougbkeepsie that steps are 
about to be taken to test the constitu- 
tionality of the canal act which was 
approved by a majority of the popular 
vote at the last election. Mr. Platt said 
he believed the people of the state of 
Xew York never gave a majority in 
favor of the barge canal proposition, a 
fact which he had never before public- 
ly stated. He made the assertion and 
the accusation that the great majority 
for the measure in New York city was 
the grossest fraud ever pejrpetrated in 
any election in any northern state. 
"They1 would have us believe," he said, 
"that there^were more votes cast on 
the barge canal proposition than for 
the office of mayor. In a single district 
in New York city there were more 
votes cast on the barge canal measure 
than for all the candidates for mayor 
on the city ticket combined. But even 
If tbe question was carried by the 
large majority accorded it, the question 
still arises, Is'the ..act constitutional? 
The best legal talent in tbe state says 
it is unconstitutional, and I refer to 
Eiihu Root, Joseph Choate, Judge An- 
drews and Judge Cady. Now, we do 
not expect the state grange to con- 
tribute a large amount toward the ex- 
penses of the appeal, but we do want 
its backing," Tbe grange voted to ap- 
propriate jiot more than $500 toward 
the expenses of the appeal.

The altitude of the grange toward 


education in all its phases is most 
commendable. 
Education is the Cor- 


nerstone of the grange. It believes in 
it, it advocates it and it recommends 
It for the farmer as well as for the 
professional man. The state meeting 
asked the legislature to give the agri- 
cultural college of Cornell university a 
"liberal maintenance." It heartily ap- 
proved of the work of the farmers' In- 
stitutes, expressed itself as In "hearty 
accord" with its efficient organization 
and management and urged the legis/ 
lature to increase its annual appropria- 
tion for this excellent feature of educa- 
tional Vork. It advised subordinate 
granges to .procure a working agricul- 
tural library for the use of their mem- 
bers. As !s generally known, the New 
York state grange sustains .several 
agricultural scholarships at Cornell, 
and this year the appropriation for this 
purpose was increased to $300.
